THE SUPPLIES. 

The principal discussion yesterday was on 
tho Common School items. One or two sal- 
aries were slightly ruined, and sevoral new 
teachers were voled for districts at presoul 
without educational grants. Salt Spring 
Island got 857;") ; Motchosin 8500; nnd Sooke 
$500. Of course it will rest with tho Hoard 
of Education to sea that such sums are really 
demanded by tho requirements of those dis- 
tricts. The Committee were not long in 
putting into operation the resolution assorting 
the right on the part of the Assembly to ini- 
tiate money grants. Tho resolution passed 
the House with only one dissentient, Dr 
Hclmckon, arid tho Committee of Supply- 
proceeded to carry it into immediate, oper- 
ation, by creating as well as cutting 
down. The creations, however, to tho oredil 
of the Assembly bo it said, have all been 
made in the department of education. The 
total estimate sent down for the educational 
establishment was §10,440, and the amount 
voted was 612,220, making an increase of 
$1780. Tho work dono we give, as previously,

By the above it will bo Eesn lhat the total 
amount reduced yesterday was 89,205. If 
we add this to the reduotion of the previous 
days, we shall have so 'or n total saving on 
the Government estimates of 843,012. This 
is satisfactory, and wo hope the members will 
car ry the eumo spirit of economising through- 
out the remaining items. Tho contingencies 
and expenses exolusivc of establishment du- 
mand oven a moro rigid treatment than 
that which has been bostowod on the salaries 
Upwards of fifty thousand dollars are set 
down for the expenses of tho various depart- 
ments, oxclusivo of establishments, and the 
House has really no more knowlcdge^of llie 
actual requirements than tho Rajah of Sar- 
awak. This is, as we have previously shown , 
the great financial evil of the country. Wc 
may cut down salary after salary ; but if tlio 
Exeoutivo has such un extensive source no 
these contiugencies to fall back upon, net ati 
official may be removed. Tho only proper 
way to have the public work dono nt tho lens! 
expense to the couutry is, as was stutod yosicr 
day in the House, to havo it put out for the 
year at public contract. This should tie 
dono before tho estimates are sent down to 
the House. In no other way can the members 
vote intelligently 011 the items lhat kin 
brought before them. As things at present 
stand, the Assembly has to run tho risk ol 
crippling some of tho departments, rather 
than vole sums thai may possibly be, as Ihoy 
have previously besn, misapplied. It is just 
as easy to do the right thing as the wrong 
thing— just as easy to hive all the wanls of 
tho Government for the year laid before tho 
Lower House —not in the figures of Executive 
fancy, but at the lowest possible cost lhat 
public competition can make them. It is not 
alone as a guide to tho House nnd eain- 
nction to tho public that wo would 
urge such a courso, but as a ineuns ol 
reducing tho public expenditure. for 
it can easily bo perceived that if things 
are givon out in their entirely at public con- 
tract for the year, the work, or articles, as the 
case may bo, will ho supplied infinitely cheap- 
or iban Ihoy aro now when things are given 
out spasmodically. Wo want a system that 
will tell the public and tho Assembly at Ihe 
comuicncomenl of each year what the ex- 
penses ol oach department will como to, but 
this can never bo done until everything that 
can bo put oat at public competition is ob- 
tained by tender at tho lowest possible cost.

MARINE DISASTER. 

Wreck of the "Louise. 



Snow — The scene presented in our st tools 
yestortluy morning was somewhat ludicrous. 
Tho storm of the night provioua had heaped 
tho snow up in soraejplacea on the sidewalks, 
and BtreeU threo or lour feet, and poople 
wondinj; their way to busiuesa had io toil and 
labor over tho obstructions. The entrances 
to many slores and dwellings wero so cileolu- 
ally barricaded that it required tho use of a 
ehovol to admit of ingress or egress. The 
chain-gang during the day were told oO to 
clear iho side- walks and crossings so as cot 
(o impede traffic. There is n lurge ncotnu- 
laliun of snow on the toofa of some of the 
houses which Iho occupants would do well 
• to have removed before a thaw or ruin sets 
in. Sleighing was going on during the day. 

Fkom Nanaimo. — The steamer Emily 
Harris, Captain Frain, arrive. I yesterday 
morning from Nanaimo, with seven passen- 
gers and sixty tons ul coal. She left on 
Tuesday morning, at.d on account of the 
violence of the snow storm, anchored near 
Darcy Island, and although she had two 
anchors down she still dragged, and steam 
had to bo kept up all night. The Emily 
Harris proved herself to be a good sea boat. 
Ws have received tho Nanaimo Gazelle of 
Monday last, from which wo extract tho 
items of news appearing elsewhere. 

Largest Vineyabd in the VVobld— A 
California paper says that the lluena Vista 
Vineyard io Sonoma couuty in Ihnt State is 
the largest in the world. It consists ol 6,000 
aereB, with 171,000 vines planted previous to 
1885, and 700,000 planted or to bo planted 
this year. Last year Iho yield was 41,500 
gallons of still wine, 60,000 gallons ol spark- 
ling wino, and 12,500 gallons of brandy. 



From Messrs. J. Hilliard and Hunt, who 
arrived in town yesterday, wo have obtained 
the following particulars of tho loss of the 
above sloop, and Ihe escape and suffering of 
one of her crow. 

The Louise loft Saanioh ou Saturday, 
with about threo and a-half Ions of barley 
and somo other Ireight on board. Her crew 
consisted of Hilliard (her owner/, Hunt, and 
Alex. McGregor. She teached Saanich Spit 
about dusk of the same day, and lay there all 
Sunday owing to its blowing very hard from 
the southeast. On Monday started, and had 
to put back again to the same place. On 
Tuesday moruing, thiuking tho weather tuore 
favorable, started again, but .'ontid it so 
rough that they could not weather tho ten 
mile point, and came to anchor under the 
point ol Uedar Hill or Cordova Bay. Tho 
gale then incruaBed Irom N. K., blowing | 
luriously, wtlh heavy snow squalls. Finding | 
that she draggod ouo anchor, a second was 
let go, but she either draggod or parted both, 
and at U, p. m., went nehoro on the rocks. 
After striking two or throe times she filled 
uud sunk. The cold at this lime was so io 
tense that the stays uud halliards wore 
covered with a, thick coatiog of ice. Mr. 
Hunt first tried to reach shore, having 
cautiously placed a bcx of matches in his 
hat to light a fire with if he succeeded, and 
the lite was to act as a boucon to tho others. 
Hunt, although nearly knocked over once 
or twice by the waves, wadod to shore, 
which was somo 75 yards distant, and com- 
menced preparing to make a fire. In iho 
meantime, however, McGregor struck out 
for shore, thinking lhat it lay in a dillerotit 
direction from that taken by Hunt, und 
not. ing more was seen o[ him. Hilliard fol- 
lowed Hunt and also landed safely. The 
two men lit a lire, nearly perishing with 
cold before thsy could succeed, as their 
clothes were a mass ol ice as soon as they 
came out of the water. At seven o'eloeh 
yesterday morning Hilliard aud Hunt, who 
kept up a good blazing Gre all night, started 
lor town, having made u partial search (or 
the body of McGregor, whom they believed 
to be drowned

From Mr. Tod, of Cedar Hill, we learn 
that McGregor was saved, having had a nar- 
row escape of his life. 

It appears that McGregor reached shore, 
after being knocked over threo or lour timus 
by the wave's, and wandered about on the 
shore all night, with his clothes frozen qu.to 
still, calling to his companions, but without 
receiving a response, By constantly mov- 
ing about he managed to keep his blood in 
circulation, bnt in the morning was b.i be- 
numbed and powerless that he sat down 
(tho precursor of death). Fortunately, how- 
ever, an Indian appeared on the beach in the 
morning Io eoe that his cauoo was safe, and 
discovered McGregor in bis helpless con- 
dition.

to the subject of enquiry. 

Also a communication acknowledging the 
address of the House asking for information to 
tho Finance Committee. His Excellency 
had instructed the Colonial Secretary lo fur- 
nish tho committee with such verbal informa- 
tion as they might lequirc. 

The communications wera laid on the 
table. 

COURT AT NANAIMO. 

Mr. Cunningham gave notice that he should 
move tbut His Excellency be requested to 
authorise the Chief Justice to bold an inferior 
Court ol Civil J ustice quarterly at Nanaimo. 

CONVEYANCES. 

Mr. Dennes gave notice that be would aek 
leavo lo bring iu a bill lo prevent unqualified 
persons Irom drawing conveyances. 

RIQH rS OF WAY. 

Mr. Duncan gave notice lhat at on early- 
day be would nslt leave to bring in a bill re 
luting lo rights ol way and public reserves 



IIABEWOOD RAILWAY- 

This bill came up for a third reading. 
Mr. Cunningham moved that ihe bill be 
referred to a select committee. 

Mr. DeCusmos was opposed to such a 
course. He regarded the opposition to the 
bill us n piece ol chicunory. The Uarowood 
Company had expended 830,000, and if they 
were not obstructed they would very materi- 
ally reduce the prioe of coal — al least SI per 
ton. They had a much better seam of coal 
than tho Vancouver Company. The talk 
about the ten acres of land was all bosh — a 
fallacy. There was plenty of laud to be had 
at Departure Bay. 

Mr. Duncan said tho bill passed last year 
upon its merits and wilhout the opposition 
which it now had, aud thero was uo good 
reason for this attempt to obstruct it. 

Mr. McClure would have nu objeotion to 
referring the bill to a select committee 
if it would not dolay its passage until 
after the departure "of tho first mail 
steamer to San Francisco. He would, there- 
foie, mo\e us an amendment that the bill be 
referred to a select committee to report lo tho 
House on Friday next. 
Amendment carried. 

Messrs. Cunningham, Dennea and Ash 
were appointed such committee, with power 
to hear counsel and lake evidence. 

REPRESENTATION EXTENSION ACT. 

The bill to extend the tcpresentatioo to 
Cowietian and Comox wus read a third 
lime. 

UONBI GRANTS. 

Dr. Dickson's resolution affirming the right 
of the House to initiate money grants, as 
passed by the Committeo of tho Whole, was 
adopted. 

ESTIMATES, 

The order of the day was moved, and the 
House went iuto Committee on Supply, Dr. 
Trimble in the ohuir. 

Sheriff S1000. 

Mr. Duncan moved that tho Sherill be 
Governor of tho Gaol, the present manage- 
ment ho thought was very bad. 

Mr. Dennes thought the Sherill waBulreudy 
overworked. Ho admitted the gaol was 
badly managed, yut he was opposed to im- 
posing the duty upon tho Sherifi. 

Dr. Dickson seconded the motion, llo 
would liko to see somo different arrangement 
in regard to persons being allowed to seo 
prisoners, the present restrictions boing very 
unjust. 

Dr. Ilehnckon said there was no such 
officer as Governor of the Gaol named in tho 
Estimates. 

Mr. DeCosmos — We will make one. 

Dr. Ash thought the duties of tho Shorifl 
wore sufficiently arduous already. 

Mr. DeCosmos wished the honorablo mover 
to explain if he meant the Governor and 
Gaoler to be one and tho same person. 

Mr. Duncan said ho wished merely to mako 
Iho Sheriff reupousiblo for tho eacnpe of the 
prisoners. 

Mr. DeCosmos said tho gaol was badly 
managed. Manv prisoners had I escaped. He 
approved of li, motion, and thought the 
gaoler ought to be Deputy Sheriff. Such 
was tho custom in ollior places. The present 
system was bad, the Sherill being made re- 
sponsible for prisoners without holding the 
keys of the gaol. 

Mr. Dennea supported the motion, as Ihe 
present management was bad. 

Mr. Carswell— Who is the Gaoler? 

Dr. Helmcken — I don't know bis name, 
but I can describe him as u man about six 
feet high, light hair, and gels $1000 a year. 
(Laughter ) 

The motion was carried, Dr. Helmcken and 
Dr. Ash dissenting. 

EDUCATION. 

Assistant Teacher, Victoria School — $7^0. 
Dr. Dickson moved that tho salary be 
St 000. 

Dr. Powoll said there wore only twenty 
scholars attending the District School, and 
suggested that the teacher ahould be brought 
down to Port street. 

Dr. Hclinckon would again protest against 
the House attempting to raise the salaries ; 
but even were he to waive his objection, he 
did not see why Home salaries should bo 
raised and others cul down. Ilia opinion in 
legard to the schools was that the boys should 
be iu the Diatiict School and the girla in the 
city. Smull boys could utlend tho girla' 
school. 

Dr. Powell said tho building in the District 
could not accommodate the scholars. 

Dr. Helmcken conaidercd the school in 
Port street a. nuisance. He would rather see 
one good school than two bad ones. 

Mr, DeCosmos alluded to au indignation 
meeting on education last year , he thought 
the reserve the proper [dace, but the parents 
of the children seemed to ihink it loo fur 
Ho would prefer leaving the matter in the 
hands of the Hoard ol Education. 

.Mr. M'Cluro perfectly agreod with the 
senior member for Metoho8ln (Dr. Helmeken) 
'hat one good school was better than two 
bad ones, but it was rather a unique wuy to 
have good schools by keeping louebera' sal- 
aries ut S71i0 a year. No man of any edu- 
cation could nllord to wotk for suoh an 
amount. The boa. inumbar had charged tho 
Committeo with unduly cutting down Gov- 
ernment officials and raising tho salaries of 
eohool teachers, but, could the gentloman 
point out an olficiul clerk whoso aalnry was 
as low as 8720. The lowest was §1000, und 
ho thought an assistant toucher in so large u 
school as Iho Central should be plaood on a 
par al least with the lowest paid Government 
ulork. (Hear, hear.) 

Tho motion for S1000 was carriod.

Mr. M'Cluro would protcrt against theso 
personal allusions. Tho duty of the House 
was to deal with tho Estimates regardless of 
persons. The Houso had assorted its right 
to rcgulato the amount of tho snlaiies of of- 
ficials, and he lor ono was disposed to carry 
tho principle out regardless ol who filled tho 
offices. 

Dr. Trimble said cvory member from tho 
district should resist the attempt of the city 
members to abolish this Behool.
